VITAL  STATISTICS, 


Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area  during 
I96Q  was  1125,  an  increase  of  33  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE,  18,7  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population 
compared  with  18,4  for  the  previous  year  was  well  above  the  West  Riding 
Admiiaist native  County  rate  of  l6,9  and  the  England  and  Wales  birth  rate 
of  17.1 


Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  were  6O8,  an  increase  of  1 compared  with  i;^9» 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  from  all  causes  was  10,1  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  as  compared  with  10.3  for  the  previous  year.  The 
West  Riding  Administrative  area  is  11,3  and  England  and  V/ales  11. 3» 

Infant  Mortality 

In  i960  the  deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  29. 
The  Infant  Mortality  was  23.8  as  against  33*0  in  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  maternal  deaths  in  the  Divisional  area  during  the 
year,  one  in  Pontefract  and  one  in  Eeather stone.

Medical  Assistance 

Medical  AH  notj.ces  sent  in  by  midwives  during  i960  numbered  71, 
arl  of  these  being  domicili^iiy. 


G-as  and  Air  Analgesia 


All  the  domiciliary  midwives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air 
analgesia  administration  and  were  equipped  with  the  necessary  apparatus, 

G-as  and  air  analgesia  only  was  given  in  72  cases.  Pethidine  only 
was  given  in  76  cases,  and  gas  and  air  and  pethidine  was  given  in  206  cases. 

The  County  Council  decided  in  April  to  provide  each  Midwife  with  a 
Trilene  Analgesic  Machine  in  addition  to  the  G-as  and  Air  Machine,  By  the 
end  of  the  year  half  the  Midwives  had  received  the  new  machines. 


Ante-Natal  Clinics 


There  are  four  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  which  are  held  at 
Pontefract,  I'eatherstone,  Knottingley  and  Ferrybridge,  and  during  the  year 
555  patients  attended,  of  which  <4-15  were  new  patients.  The  total  number 
of  attendances  was  2170,  106  patients  vrere  examined  post-natally  during 

the  year. 


Relaxation  Classes 


Relaxation  classes  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  the  Pontefract, 
Featherstone  and  Knottingley  Clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  well  attended  and  the  numbei*  of  attendances 
at  these  Clinics  during  the  year  was  704. 


Institutional  Midwifery' 


Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford 
Maternity  Home  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsworth. 

Little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  regarding  maternity  accommodation 
although  it  has  not  alv/ays  been  possible  to  secure  admission  to  the  hospital 
of  the  patient's  choice.  Due  to  travelling  difficulties  there  is  a preference 
for  the  Castleford  Maternity  Home,  although  our  allocation  of  beds  is  much 
smaller  than  at  Southmoor, 


CHILD  VfflLFAPF 


There  are  County  owned  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and  Knottingley, 

Our  Pontefract  Clinic  continues  to  be  admired  and  appreciated  by  patients 
and  staff. 

Several  improvements  v/ill  be  made  at  the  Knottingley  Clinic  in  1961, 
including  a new  entraxace,  pram  shelter  and  additional  toilet  facilities.

(10  years  + ) and  leaver^  (14  years  + ) continued  throughout  the  year  at 
the  57  schools  in  the  Division* 

Re-examinations  of  children  who,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examinations  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection.  During  the  year  3395  periodic  inspections  were 
carried  out. 

General  Condition  of  Chi .1  dren 

All  pupils  at  routine  medical  inspeetjAns  are  classified  as  to  their 
general  condition  at  the  time  of  examiratic'''  and  97.l8^t  were  classified  as 
satisfactoiy  and  only  2.82%  as  unsatis-iact  c^y.

Mr,  K. M,  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract,  for  childi-en  from  this  Division,  During  the  year  Mr.  Mayall 
held  25  sei^sions  and  saw  125  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  261 
attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics 


Mr.  R.W.L,  Calderwood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a monthly  Clinic 
at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  10  sessions  were 
held,  129  children  were  seen  at  these  clinics  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  made  was  I50, 


Child  Guidance  Treatment 


A Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract, 
Children  from  surrounding  Divisional  areas  attended  here  in  addition  to  our 
own.  We  were  fortunate  to  secure  the  services  of  Dr,  P.J.  Crowley,  Consultant 
Psychiatrist,  when  Dr.  Leese  resigned  her  appointment  with  the  Vvest  Riding 
County  Council, 

Mr.  D.G.  Pickles,  Clinical  Psychologist,  and  Mr.  J.  Coulson,  Psychiatric 
Social  Worker,  continued  to  do  much  good  work  at  the  Clinic. 

Speech  Therapy 

In  1959,  the  speech  therapy  clinic  at  Featherstone  was  transferred  to 
the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract.  This  is  more  convenient  and  more  centrally 
situated  for  mothers  to  attend.  Miss  K. M.  Wade,  Speech  Therapist,  treated 
52  children  during  I960, 


Handicapped  Pupils 

The  regular  medical  examination  of  handicapped  childr-en  continued 
during  the  year  and  where  necessary,  recommendations  wei’e  made  for 
placement  in  special  schools. 


Medical  Examination  of  Teachers  and 

Entrants  to  Training  College 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  to  examine  candidates 
applying  for  entry  to  training  colleges  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the 
college  authorities  of  their  fitness  to  follow  a course  of  teacher  training. 
During  the  year  candidates  were  examined  and  where  necessary,  x-ray 
examinations  arranged.

B.C.G-,  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 


Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  was  o:-iered  to  all  children  in 
the  year  of  their  13th  birthday.  Vvith  the  consent  of  the  parents,  a 
test  is  performed  to  see  if  the  child  has  already  encountered  the 
ger'm  of  Tuberculosis.  If  it  has  done  so,  no  further  action  is  taken, 
as  it  is  assumed  that  the  child  is  acquiring  a natural  iimmunity.  If, 
hov/ever-,  the  test  indicates  that  the  child  has  not  encountered 
tuberclo  bacillus,  then  vaccination  is  carried  out. 

The  age  of  13  years  has  been  chosen  because  at  this  age  the 
natural  resistance  to  the  disease  tends  to  drop  and  it  is  hoped  to 
confer  protection  during  the  years  of  increased  risk. 

During  I96O  the  Ministry  of  Health  decided  to  make  the  offer  of 
Vaccination  a contdnuous  one  to  all  children  over  13  years  of  age.

I beg  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I960, 
the  Second  I have  had  the  honour  of  placing  before  you, 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

WATER  SUPPLY;  The  water  supply,  which  is  purchased  in  bulk 
from  Wakef ie Id  Corporation  Waterworks  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity  throughout  the  year. 

No  restrictions  were  imposed  during  I960, 

All  the  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  Public  Plains 
and  the  supply  is  generally  adequate.  However,  the  higher  parts  of 
the  Purston  Area  suffer  a greatly  reduced  supply  on  certain  days  due 
to  inadequate  mains,  A scheme  designed  to  give  an  improved  supply 
has  been  prepared  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  carried  out 
during  1961,  Other  complaints  of  poor  supply  have  invariably  been 
due  to  old  supply  pipes.  These  have  been  renewed  after  the  service 
of  notices , 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION  AND  DRAINAGE, 


During  the  year  1 pail  closet,  2 privy  closets  and  1 waste 
water  closet  were  converted  to  water  closets;  68  additional  water 
closets  were  provided  for  old  property  and  56  water  closets  were 
provided  for  new  property,  while  12  water  closets  were  demolished 
vrith  the  houses  they  served,  and  6 water  closets  were  disposed  of 
with  the  closing  of  8 dwelling  houses.

There  are  90  houses  in  the  district  not  connected  to  the  public 
sewer  which  are  drained  to  cesspools.  The  cesspools  are  regularly 
emptied  by  means  of  a mechanical  cesspool  emptier. 

There  are  two  Sex^age  Works,  one  at  South  Feathers  tone  draining 
6h%  of  the  houses  and  one  at  Old  Snydale  draining  3h%%  The  remaining 
2%  represents  the  Loscoe  property  now  draining  to  Normanton  Urban 
District  Council  sewer. 

The  South  Featherstone  Sewage  Works  continued  to  produce  a very 
satis'^actory  effluent  throur-liout  the  year.  It  was  found  that  due  to 
mining  operations  and  the  consequent  subsidence  the  major  improvement 
and  repair  works  at  Old  Snydale  Sewage  Works  could  not  be  carried  out 
until  settlement  had  ceased.  Therefore,  preparations  were  made  for 
the  installation  of  a nexf  dosing  siphon  only  and  this  x^rill  be  done 
in  1961,  The  remaining  x/orks  involving  the  rebuilding  of  the  filters 
and  the  provision  of  a nexf  sludge  pump,  xjill  follow  X'jhen  circumstances 
allow , 


REFUSE  GQLIECTIQM  AHD  DISPOSAL;  This  service  is  carried  out 
on  a xnjeekly  basis  by  txro  vehicles.  A third  vehicle  fitted  with  a 
refuse  collection  body  is  used  as  a relief  during  maintenance  or 
repair  works,  and  to  speed  up  collections  after  delays  due  to  holidays 
etc.  This  vehicle  is  also  loaned  to  other  departments.  Less  frequent 
collections  are  made  from  a few  of  the  remaining  ashpits,  usually 
situated  at  outlying  premises. 

Disposal  is  by  tipping  on  Council  oxmed  land  surrounding  the 
South  Featherstone  Sewage  Works  at  a reasonable  distance  from  dxjelling 
houses.  The  nature  of  the  present  day  refuse  gives  rise  to  various 
probleras,  and  attracts  flies,  rats  and  other  pests.  These  are 
controlled  by  the  best  possible  means. 

One  vehicle  is  employed  in  the  cleansing  of  cesspools  and  street 
gullies.  On  average,  3 xreeks  are  spent  on  cesspools  and  one  on  street 
gullies,  during  each  month,  A new  vehicle  was  ordered  in  April, 
delivery  being  expected  in  November,  Due  to  shortage  of  parts  the 
vehicle  was  not  delivered  in  i960  but  mil  be  available  early  in  the 
new  year.  Hie  old  vehicle  imll  then  act  as  a mobile  slud;-e  pximp  at 
Old  Snydale  Sewage  Works  until  the  improvements  can  be  completed. 

The  estimated  x^reight  of  refuse  collected  was  9,780|-  tons.  Of 
this  quantity  9,758  tons  were  disposed  of  by  tipping  and  22|-  tons 
were  recovered  as  salvage.

NU  ISM  CSS;  IO8  Informal  and  90  Statutory  Notices  were  issued 

dxoring  i960,'  ib%  of  which  were  complied  xjith  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

RODENT  CONTROL;  During  the  year  2,02lj.  inspections  xxere  made  and 
premises  xrere  baited  (pre-bait  and  poison)  against  rats  and  mice.  These 
were  mostly  small  infestations  but  included  several  allotments,  197  rats 
and  79  dead  mice  were  picked  up.  Many  others  of  course  die  in  the  holes 
and  other  hiding  places. 

The  Council’s  oxm  premises,  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip  were 
treated  at  three  monthly  intervals.  Sewer  Treatments  x^rere  carried 
out  in  April, 

Once  again  very  full  cooperation  from  the  public  has  been  received, 
helping  to  ensure  the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  service, 
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HOUSING:  During  the  year  30  Aged  Persons’  Bungalows  and 
2 Warden’s  Bungalox^^s  were  built  by  the  local  author it^r,  and  2k 
dwellings  by  private  enterprise,  a total  of  56  new  dwellings, 

18  houses  and  1 caravan  were  demolished  during  the  year  in 
pursuance  of  clearance  or  demolition  orders,  and  8 houses  were  closed, 

15  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year  from  unfit  dwellings, 

2 overcrowded  families  were  rehoused,  and  a further  7 cases  of 
overcrowding  were  alleviated  by  rehousing  lodgers.  Of  the  15  farailies 
rehoused  from  unfit  dwellings  6 were  also  overcrowded, 

75  houses  were  found  to  require  Statutory  action  to  secure  repairs, 

32  individual  unfit  houses  were  included  in  Representations  made 
during  the  year. 

Improvements  to  houses  under  the  Standard  Grant  Scheme  continued 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  6h  applicants  had  received  grants 
totalling  £6,985, 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  applications  for  grants  from  the  owners 
of  39  tenanted  houses  were  granted.  Of  these,  22  were  completed  by 
the  end  of  the  3^ar, 

This  figure  is  still  very  small  in  comparision  xrith  the  number  of 
owner/occupiers  who  are  taking  advantage  of  the  grant  scheme,  and  it 
is  to  be  deplored  that,  unless  some  change  of  attitude  can  be  brought 
about  amongst  the  majority  of  landlords  of  tenanted  houses,  it  is 
obvious  that  a very  great  number  of  people  will  continue  to  be 
deprived  of  what  are  after  all  no  longer  luxuries,  but  essentials, 

TKB  RMT  ACT  1957i  During  the  year,  no  certificates  of  disrepair 
were  granted,  but  16  certificates  were  cancelled,  as  against  the  1959 
figui^es  of  1 certificate  granted,  3 undertakings  given  and  10  certificates 
cancelled.  During  its  first  year  of  operation,  1957,  101  Form  ”J”  - 
(Notice  of  Intention  to  issue  Certificates  of  Disrepair),  were  served 
on  owners,  resulting  in  63  undertakings  by  owners  and  the  issue  of 
38  Certificates  of  Disrepair, 

As  predicted  in  the  1959  Report,  activities  under  the  repairs 
section  of  the  Act  virtually  ceased,  being  confined  to  the  winding  up 
of  earlier  applications.  The  above  action  took  place  in  the  first 
half  year  of  I960,  Since  then,  no  enquiries  or  complaints  have  been 
received  under  the  Act, 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD:  There  was  quite  an  appreciable 

decrease  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  as  set  out 
in  the  following  table.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  txTO  slaughterhouses  were  in  operation, 
one  dealing  X'd.th  beasts,  sheep  and  occasional  pigs  for  three  bxitchers 
and  the  other  with  pigs  for  the  occupier,  a pork  butcher. 
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In  May,  the  activities  of  the  first  mentioned  slaughterhouse  were 
reduced  to  dealing  with  the  requirements  of  two  butchers,  and  in  August 
on  the  pork  butcher’s  retirement  Ms  slaughterhouse  ceased  to  function, 

Tlie  Slaughterhouse  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  in  October, 
with  the  recormnendation  that  the  1st  April,  1961  should  be  the  appointed 
day  for  the  construction  regulations  to  apply  to  the  one  remaining 
slaughterhouse.  Thus,  subject  to  the  Minister’s  approval,  unless  the 
slaughterhouse  does  comply  with  the  regulations  by  this  date, 
slaughtering  will  not  be  permitted,

FOOD  HYGIENE  R^ULATIQNS  1955?  There  are  9 Catering  Establishments, 
U Bakehouses  and  II4.8  other  Food  Shops  in  the  district.  Improvements 
have  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  an  increasing  number  of 
refrigerated  cabinets  and  show  cases  are  being  used  for  perishable  foods. 

It  has  been  necessary  on  a few  occasions  to  draw  the  attention  of  certain 
shopkeepers  to  minor  infringements  of  the  Regulations , but  no  further 
action  has  been  necessary, 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956:  No  problems  have  arisen  in  connection  with 
smoke  from  industrial  chjmneys  tliroughout  the  year,  the  improvement 
reported  last  year  having  been  maintained.  Grading  works  on  colliery 
spoilheaps  have  helped  the  permanent  sprinkler  system  to  keep  nuisances 
from  burning  spoil  to  a minimum. 
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The  removal  of  red  shale  from  disused  spoil  heaps  to  provide 
ballast  for  new  trunk  roads  gave  rise  to  dust  nuisance  on  occasions, 
h'’.tdamping  do^m  by  hosing  brought  relief.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
demand  for  the  shale  will  continue  until  these  blots  on  the  landscape 
are  removed  entirely. 

No  progress  has  been  made  in  connection  with  domestic  property, 
Mineworkers  are  so  numerous  and  their  houses  are  so  distributed 
throughout  the  district  that  until  the  concessionary  coal  problem 
is  completely  and  finally  settled,  no  great  steps  can  be  taken  in 
this  direction. 

The  number  of  diesel  engined  vehicles  is  continually  increasing 
and  although  the  large  majority  cause  little  concern,  some  do  give 
off  clouds  of  choking  black  smoke  simply  through  the  lack  of  routine 
maintenance, 

FAC  TORIES:  There  are  Ii3  premises  on  the  register,  and  137 
inspections  were  made.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any 
legal  action.

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SWB'MING  BATHS;  There  is  one  public  swiinining  bath  in  this  district 
having  one  small  and  one  large  pool. 

The  water  supply  is  by  the  towns  mains  from  Wakefield  Corporation 
Waterworks , 

The  large  pool  has  a capacity  of  some  68,000  gallons  and  the  small 
pool  some  6,000  gallons.  The  water  is  cleansed  and  purified  by  a Bell's 
Standard  filtration  system,  capable  of  delivering  28,000  gallons  per  hour. 
Thus  the  contents  of  both  pools  pass  through  every  three  hours. 

The  free  chlorine  content  and  p,h,  value  are  checked  by  the  Baths 
staff  three  times  daily,  and  samples  are  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  this  department , 

DiT^ing  the  i960  swimming  seo.son,  h2  samples  were  examined 
bacteriologically , of  which  30  were  entirely  satisfactory.  Of  the  12 
unsatisfactory  samples,  8 failed  on  plate  count  only.  After  increased 
chlorine  doseage  and  extra  tests  for  free  chlorine  content,  the  water 
was  brought  to  and  remained  at  the  required  standard  for  the  rest  of 
the  season, 

CGx^CDJSIOM } Every  endeavour  was  made  to  carry  out  the  routine 
duties  of  the  department  and  to  ensure  speedy  attention  to  all  complaints. 

Many  hours  were  spent  sifting  facts  for  and  attending  meetings  of 
the  Council’s  Boundaries  Committee,  set  up  to  prepare  an  answer  to  the 
questionnaire  issued  by  the  Local  Government  Commission  for  England  in 
connection  with  the  West  Yorkshire  Special  Review  Area, 

The  advent  of  the  Diploma  Examination  for  Public  Hoa-lth  Inspectors 
caused  Mr,  Southall  to  abandon  the  Course  of  Training  he  had  commenced 
and  transfer  to  the  new  Course,  Although  obviously  the  first  year’s 
studies  were  not  wasted  in  terms  of  useful. experience , a year  was  lost 
in  time  before  Mr,  Southall  can  qualify.  This  means  that  for  a full 
four  years  at  least,  he  cannot  fully  participate  in  all  the  duties  of  the 
department.  Nevertheless,  he  has  rendered  me  invaluable  assistance 
throughout  the  year. 

The  letting  of  Council  houses  continued  to  be  an  onerous  task. 

The  method  of  allocation  of  "points”  under  the  House  Letting  Scheme 
means  constant  checking  of  all  application  forms  except  those  for 
Old  Aged  Persons'  dwellings  as  all  change  with  each  full  year  of 
application,  many  change  according  to  the  ages  of  children  and  all 
applications  from  lodgers  change  as  each  wedding  anniversary  passes. 
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In  fact  not  a wook  passes  without  some  form  or  other  requiring 
amendment.  Thus  these  duties  take  up  a considerable  amount 
of  time. 

As  the  staff  of  the  department  remains  numerically  the 
same  as  in  pre-war  years,  all  the  aformentioned  duti^'S,  together 
with  the  inspections  of  sub -standard  houses  to  ensure  the 
maintenance  of  a steady  slum-clearance  programme,  have  led  to  a 
very  full  year, 

I would  again  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
received  throughout  the  year  from  all  members  of  the  Council’s 
staff,  not  forgetting  Dr,  Fraser  and  his  staff.
